* NOT CHEAP. 


Some critics complain that gold is 
not cheap currency. That Is true, and 
it ite merit; it ts secure beyond 
doudt. Cheap currency may be de- 
vised, if that is wanted, but it will 
have all the qualities of cheapness; it 
will be weak, unstable, dubious. Gold 
is worth all it costs. It goes mas er- 
fully everywhere. It stands sure and 
steadfast itself, and all allied to it 
takes on ite strength and power. Our 
yellow metal passes in St. Petersburg 
and Pekin, in Hongkong and Tokio, 
and the United States note and silver 
certificate march with It in equal ta- 
vor. The American people were urged 
to make flat money, because it was 
cheap, and to coin silver at 16 to 1, be- 
cause it was cheap. They rose above 
the temptation and declared not once 
but twice and always that they want 
not cheap money, but the best in ihe 
world. And they have it, and the an- 
nual inflow of ,000.000 assures it to 
them and rewards their wisdom. 

Possible peril lies on another side. 
Our circulation is undergoing an im- 
mense and continuous inflation. In five 
years, the money in circulation in this 


country has run up from $1,816,516,392. 
to $2,404,617,069, an increase of $588,020,- 
677. strength is that of this

o one can deny that the golden in- 
flow contributes to the currency a share 
growing more rapidly than the total 
circulation, all at parity; that it lifts 
prices and wages, incites activity in in- 
dustry and trade, and pushes enterprise 
forward, while it also tempts to undue 
inflation and commercial and stock-job- 
bing credit. 

EFFECT ON OUR RELATIONS. 

How do these influences bear upon 
our world relations? First of all, our 
surpassing wealth in gold has placed 
our national credit on a plane above 
that of all other countries, and neve; 
beforé held by that of any government. 
British consols bearing 2% per cent. in- 
terest, long the foremost type of credit, 
have recently sold below , while con- 
sols of the United States bearing only 2 

r cent. range from 108 to 110, and the 
oan of 1925 commands 136. This Amer- 
ican republic alone among nations al- 
ways in time of peace reduces its debt, 
and after a war makes rapid ge ae 
of the cost. Only unbridled folly, not 
conceivable, can shake this solid struc- 
ture. 

Obviously the supremacy of our na- 
tional credit adda to the strength of 
the republic in commercial credit, gen- 


-eral eateem and international influence 


in all the world. We fear no evil from 
exports of gold for we can well spare 
more than Europe can pay for in 
American obligations, in me 
or in any form of securities. 

The productiveness of our people 
justifies this rank. In manufactures 
the American people are far and away 
beyond rivalry. Against our $13,- 

000,000 of annual product, Great 
Britain shows $4,263,000,000, France $2,- 
900,000,000, Germany 13.357,00, %, and 
Austria-Hungary $1,596,000,000. Taese 
four great nations turn out in manu- 
factures $12,116,000;000 a year, or a 
billion dollars less than does this coun- 
try alone. 

The scale of living in the United 
States is such that we consume a great 


deal of what we make. We spend more 


than the same number of people any- 


where on earth. Our agriculture helps 


to feed Europe, indeed many of its in- 


habitants would starve without our 
grains and meats. How much of the 


products of the farm shall be exported 
depends on the crops in all lands and 
on the purchasing power of our for- 
elgn customers.

OUTCOME OF AN EXPERIMENT. 

(RY IRE TO THE TIMES! 

TACOMA, Oct. 23.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] An immense and profitable 
industry has grown out of an experi- 
ment commenced two years ago, when 
a number of farmers in Eastern 
Washington became convinced that 
they could enjoy the benefits of a tele- 
phone system by connecting up their 
barbed-wire-fence lines and attaching 
telephone Instruments.

FIRES BY TROLLEY. 

The Times recently e to 
the jrial trip of a monster steam fire 
engine, which made a successful run 
from London, where it was built, to 
Liverpool, to which city % had been 
sold, In remarking upon the fact 
that so few self-propelled fire engines 
are in use, we referred to attempts 
that have beew made to utilize trolley 
lines for tramaporting the fire ap- 
paratus. The American Inveritor, in 
a recent issue, describes an apparatus 
designed to carry fire nes to 
fires, or to the vicinity of fires, 
by means of the electric trolley. 
The device is in the form of a 
specially constructed truck, upon 
which the fire engine can be quickly 
loaded. It was designed, originall,, 
by officials of the Springfield, Mass.. 
fire department, but it is to be 
adopted, it is said, by the fire depart- 
ments of other cities. 

“The idea, which is designed for use 
on street railways and interurban 
trolley lines,” says the American In- 
ventor, “was suggested by the proved 
availability of electric railway sys- 
tems for the postal service in facili- 
tating the collection and distribition 
of mail to outlying districts. The in- 
vention consists two trucks, sur- 
mounted on platforms on which men 
can ride with hoso, tools and other 
equipment. To the rear truck 18 at- 
tached a platform which connects the 
two trucks, and upon which the fire 
engine is carried.” The truck de- 
signed for the Springfield fire depart- 
ment weighs about 14,000 pounds, and 
is 28 feet 8 inches in leagth. The 
manner in which the fire engine is 


loaded on the truck is described as 


foilows: 


“In order to load a fire engine on 
this truck, the platform is lowered 
to the rails and the front truck dis- 
connected and run sufficiently far 
away to admit of the engine being 
backed into position, when, by means 
of a winch attached to the rear truck, 
the engine is easily and readily drawn 
into place. The front truck is then 
brought back and by means of chain 
hojsts operated by right and jeft 
screws, the front end of the platform 
is raised and the side girders securely 
locked into place, thus making both 
trucks and platform practically one 
piece. At A recent test a steam fire 
engine was loaded in two and a quar- 
ter minutes from the time the car 
was run into position. In unloading, 
the front truck was detached in forty- 
five seconds, and the horses were at- 
tached and ready for starting off in 
one minute and a quarter. 

“For the transportation of the truck 
an electric motor can be directly at- 
tached to the axle of either truck, ur 
the car with its cargo may be pro- 
pelled or drawn by an ordinary elec- 
tric car, an electric locomotive or 
snow plow. Now that the average 
American city of considerable size is 
the hub of a wheel the spokes of 
which are made up of electric lines 
radiating in every direction, fire en- 
gine trucks such as the one described 
are bound to prove of the greatest 
usefulness, as they will enable the 
city departments to promptly render 
efficient aid to small communities 
which are frequently the scene of dis- 
astrous conflagrations. At present 
under such circumstances it is neces- 
sary to transport apparatus bv stem 
roads, and the delay in making up a 
special train, placing the apparatus 
aboard, and securing the necessary 
orders giving the ‘special’ the right 
of way over ordinary traffic is often 
very serious in its consequences.” 

This invention has an appearance 
of practicability, within certain limi- 
tations. The problem of conveying 
fire-fighting apparatus tiously 
to outlying sections of ci , and to 
suburban towns which are without 
adequate facilities for combating 
large fires, has long been a difficult 
one. If the invention above referred 
to fully meets the expectations of its 
promoters, it will go a long way to- 
ward furnishing a satisfactory solu- 
tion of thé difficulty. |

Col. Griffith Makes Handsome Pro- 
vision for His Wife, and Contest for 
Alimony is Withdrawn—. Statements

The preliminary examination 
of Col. Griffith on the charge of 
assault ‘> murder is set for No- 
vember 2, and although it is 
strenuously asserted by both 
sides that this settlement will 
have no effect upon the crim- 
inal case, it is not probable 
now that Col. Griffith ever will 
be convicted on that charge. 


An important and significant move 
toward settlement of the celebrated 
Griffith bloodeand-property scandal!

Count Faicon of the Byrie is an ad- 

venturous soul, to whom the sympa- 

thies of the reader turn willingly. for 
he possesses all the qualities that have 
for centuries endeared the heroes of 
successful romances to their readers. 
Th path of the Count is a thorny one, 
and he is beset on every side, and 
therefore we have a large amount of 
fighting as an accomfpeniment for th> 
love making that is always a concomi- 
tant of a romance.

Nowadays, when the North and South 
are forgetting old rancors in the great 
twentieth-century interests of the re- 
united republic, the South is voicing its 
points of view of the war in a manner 
that will assist in drawing the two sec- 
tions into closer friendship and unity.

Stiles of the army of Northern Virginia. 
That it will add very much of impor- 
tance to our historic data can, perhaps, 
hardly be claimed, put as the heartfeit 
tribute of a Confederate officer to the 
personality of the great southern leader, 
whom North unites with South in ad- 
moring, itis of value. It is, moréover, a 
narrative of personal experiences dur- 
ing the war, and enlivened by many 
anecdotes, dramatic, pathetic and hu- 
morous, and while its author is not in 
any sense a master of style, his story is 
entertainingly told and makes Interest- 
ing. if hardly thrilling reading.

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4 STEP FORWARD. 

VOLUTION is a constant process in civilization, and 
E. is becoming so rapid in some directions that we 

wonder at the changes it brings. In the life of our 
great cities we see new methods evolved that tend to 
the improvement of the health and comfort of the toiling 
masses, The world is getting to recognize more fully the 
importance of pure air and the life-giving sunshine, and 
the danger, not only physical, but moral, that lurks in 
the low, crowded tenement, and apartments half under- 
ground, where so many of the city’s poor have heretofore 
been housed; in the miserable, narrow alleys, in the 
eternal shadow of tall ne breathing only vitiated 
air ‘and inhaling vile odors, in which disease lurks and 
the skeleton of death lingers. 

But there has come a change. Take New York, for 
instance, that city of extremes of poverty and of wealth, 
and there we find the sunshine of hope and of gladneas 
coming to thousands, and coming, too, unexpectedly 
through the means of the great sky-scrapers that have 
been reared, and which make the streets whereon they 
stand like dark, unlighted cafions, dismal and cheerless, 
the almost only visible firmament being the dull brick 
walls of solid masonry. 

Through these lofty 8 a new world has 
opened to hundreds of the denizens of America’s greatest 
metropolis, a worid full of sunshine, pure air, and a 
wide perspective. People have been lifted from the 
earth into the air, into an atmosphere of light and purity 
and a realm of wide perspective. Says Theodore Waters 
in Harpers Weekly of August 8: 

“The roof dwellers of New York! It has come to that 
in some quarters of this many-sided town. The conges- 
tion which led years ago to the construction of sky- 
scrapers is now so intensified that people have been 
forced out of the tops of high buildings, and compelled 
to live on the roofs. Just as there is. a large colony of 
unfortunates who spend most of their lives in the tunnels 
and subways of the metropolis, so there is a still 
larger colony of more fortunate beings who spend the 
greater part of their lives on the housetops. There is 
enough of them to populate a city of the third class, and 
the circumstances of their lives are as variegated, all 
viewpoints considered, as they possibly could be in such 
a city. There are the high and the lowiy, the well-to-do 
and the poverty-stricken, those who live thus from 
choice and those who do so from compulsion: all man- 
ners and sorts of men, women and children. They carry 
on the businesses and enjoy the pleasures of life; eat, 
@rink, work and play, and are happy in much that 


* y 
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would be denied to them in the more prosaic life of the 
streets. Probably such a phase of human endeavor does 
not exist in any other city. in the world, 

“People are compelled to live on the tops of houses for 
two reasons: One, the excessive value of the interior 
floor space, which makes it necessary for the superin- 
tendents and janitors of sky-scrapers to live above the 
renting line; the other, unsanitary conditions, which 
drive the inmates of tenements up through the scuttles. 
People choose to live on the tops of houses for one rea- 
son; the intense contrast between the light, the pure 
air, and the sunshine of the roofs, and the nolsome con- 
ditions that too often exist in the cafions which in places 
are misnamed streets. But whether from necessity or 

choice the movement upward is growing more and more 
pronounced. 

“Among one class of roof dwellers the choice and the 
Compulsion have gone hand in hand. That is among the 
superintendents of the highest buildings in town. For- 
merly these fortunate individuals and their families were 


— 


scraper nowadays is such a formidable engineering prob- 
lem that every foot of available space below ground is 
required for machinery, so the owners have been com- 
pelled to build little houses for their superintendents on 
the roofs of the structures. Some of these domiciles are 
quite sumptuous in style. For instance, the family living 
on the roof of the Empire building, overlooking the finan- 
cial district, have quite the most eerie dwelling in town. 


| They live as far above the spire of Trinity as that spire 


is above the street line. They might live on the foot- 
hills of some mountain chain and not have a more 
healthy abode. Their little house cannot be seen from 
the street, but it is far more commodious than the most 
ample apartment in town. Indeed, the apartment idea 
has been followed more or less closely in the construc- 
tion of the lit use. But, unlike other apartments, 
there are windo every side. The immense roof of 
the office building constitutes the home acre of this happy 
family, and, like other home acres, it has the traditional 
garden, the vine, and the more or less lifelike substitute 
for the fig tree. The high parapet that runs completely 
around the coping of the roof prevents all possibility of 
accident to the younger members of the household, 
and the magnificent view is supplemented by the fact 
that objectionable neizhbors are more rigorously ex- 
cluded than if the great moat surrounding the building 
were filled with water.” 
Thus we see that the building of sky-scrapers is like 
adding more territory to the great city’s area, like bring- 
ing the hills and mountain tops into the midst of the 
city’s streets, and planting groves and gardens there, and 
bidding people be happy and at home with nature, above 
all the noise and turmoil of traffic, under the light of the 
sun and stars. From such a viewpoint the sky-scraper 
is not objectionable. It is like passing from the low, 
swampy vale to the mountain top, where you can front 
the sunrise, and count the stars, and hear the song of 
birds and the whispering of the winds, and breathe the 
fragrance of bowers. The idea of living upon the house- 


| tops is more charming than dwelling upon the low levels 


of the crowded thoroughfares of the great city, and such 
a home in the midst of the beautiful roof garden is not 
to be despised. We have visited these upper air spaces, 
and have found them like a picture from fairyland, and 
like a view from the Mount of Vision, beautiful beyond 
words in the still starry nights, and the air as fresp as 
on the mountain tops, What an uplift for toiling and 


busy humanity, and how welcome and beneficial the 


change must be. It is one of the forward steps of the 
nineteenth century, which leaves the gutters behind it.

Fighting American Fruits. 
This is not so only as to the ordimary foodstuffs, but as 
to fresh and canned fruits. The canned fruits are criti- 
cised on account of the method of packing. The fresh 
fruits are discriminated against on the charge that they 
may bring tree diseases or noxious insects into the 
countries. As to apples, the Germans try to keep them 
out on the ground that they may bring in the San José 
scale, and it is the same with pears. Otherwise this 


As it is now, American Baldwins, Russets and Greenings 
are bringing from $7 to $11 a barrel, and it is not uncom- 
mon for one to pay from 5 cents to 25 cents for a fine 
pear. Our apples also sell at high prices in England, 
and they might be sold in France, Belgium and Holland. 
The best way to pack apples for shipment to Europe is 
to pick them one by one and wrap them in fine tissue 
paper. They should be put in ventilated barrels or cases. 
Recently Keifer pears have been shipped successfully 
in this way. : 
The American shoe has its enemies in the shoemaking 
establishments of every European town, and numerous 
strikes have been caused by its importation. I know 
one man who iried to open an American shoe store in 
Vienna, but was told that he would be mobbed if he did 


so. Leicester, the chief shoemaking center of Great Brit-' 
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ain, is up in arms against the American shoe, and it is 
now trying to fight it by copying it. It has imported 
American shoemiaking machinery and American leather. 
It has American experts to show its men how to handle 
the machines, but so far its success in making a compet- 
tor of the American shoe is small. There are 11,000 
members in the boot and shoe trade in Leicester, and 
shoemaking has been carried on there for generations. A 
great deal of the new shoemaking machinery comes from 
Boston, something like $100,000 worth having been ré- 
cently imported. 

I was told in Germany that American machines have 
been imported by the shoemakers, and that factories near 
Berlin are imitating the American lasts. I saw such 
imitations for sale in the cities, but it is easy to see 
that they are not the real article. 

One of the greatest openings for the American shoe is 
in Russia. Leather is cheap in all parts of that coun- 
try, and there is a vast amount of raw material in the 
shape of skilled shoemakers who, will work at low prices 
in an American factory, if one should be established 
there. 

The French have now a tariff on our shoes which 
practically excludes them. They are much liked, and are 
generally considered better and more stylish than the 
French shoe. The French have been noted for gen- 
erations for their fine leather, but they are now buying 
American glazed kid to use in shoemaking, and they con- 
sider our leather the best in Europe é ö 


Electrical Undertakings. 


Our big electrical companies are doing business all 
over Europe, and in many of the countries there is little 
attempt to fight them. The Westinghouse Company and 
the General Electric Company practically control the 
e'ectrical market of Great Britain. The Westinghouse 
people are doing a big business in Russia and also in 
Austria, Italy, Belgium, France and in Norway and 
Sweden. The Swiss have a good competing company, 
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and the Germans have four great electrical companies, 
which do an enormous business side by side with the 
American companies. Nearly all the foreign companies, — 
owe er, use more or less American machinery, and 
on ‘re worked in connection with the American com- 
panies. The Union Electrische Gesellschaft is an asso- 
cite of the General Electric. It has American machin- 
ery and an American foreman. There are Americans 
eniployed in the works of the other companies, and in 
dome cases there are American sale men on the road

@everal competing companies in Great Britain. Both the 
W <stinghouse aud the General Electric operating in Great 
Britain claim to be British companies, although they are

One of the queer features of this education is the’ 
school held on Sunday to give mechanics practical in- 
struction in their trades. There are a score of such 
schools in Berlin, and other cities. There is a school 
for masons, which is held every Sunday from 9 a.m. to 


1 p.m. The students, many of them mechanics who work | 


during the week, are taught all about construction work, 
making arches and all sorts of stone work. The course 
is in terms pf half years, and it is so made that a man 
may spend five terms, covering 100 Sundays, in learning 
all about his trade. He has books and shop work, the 
whole going on under the instruction of teachers, 

Germany has similar Sunday-schools for tinners, tailors, 
saddlers and printers. It has schools for cabinet makers, 
barbers, bookbinders and blacksmiths. There are Sun- 
day-schools for horse shoers and even for chimney 
sweeps. 

The most important schools, however, are those which | 
deal with work in the great manufactories. These will 
Improve the foreign trade of Germany, and will even- 
tually give it the most skilled workmen in the world. 


What the Austrians Are Doing. 


This kind of education is going on all over Europe. 
The Austrians have a large number of such schools, 
and they are increasing them yearly. They are under the 
Ministry of Education, and among them are many state 
industrial schools. The country has now six great 
branches of this sort of educational institutions, cover- 


ing every industry, and the work of women as well as 


that of men. There are schools for artistic embroiderers, 
schools for lace makers and schools for housekeépers. 
There are schools for foremen covering every branch of 

mechanics, so that a carpenter, a mason, or an engineer 
may learn how to take charge of a shop and manage it. 
There are now something like 3000 men and boys attend- 
ing such schools, and more than 11,000 
branch of the industrial schools. There is a vast number 
in the trade schools, so that the people are being every- 
where educated to better work. 

The Austrian state schools are especially fine, cov- 
ering many special industries. There is a state school 
for stonecutting at Laas, in Tyrol, devoted to the de- 
velopment of the marble industry there. The course 
covers five years, and gives education in all kinds of 
stone carving and stonecutting. The school receives a 
subsidy, and its graduates are sure of good ae 
at what Austria considers high wages. : 

In the Teplitz pottery district there is a state sass 
which teaches that business, and there are other state 
schools for the same industry elsewhere. Austria has 
state schools for glass making, for locksmiths, and also 
for teaching goldsmithing and the grinding of precious 
stones. In connection with many of the schools are Sun- 
day-schools like those of Germany, and also trade courses 
females. 


Belgium and both have girls’ trade schools. 
There are such schools in nearly every Belgian city. 
Those of Antwerp teach dressmaking, flower making 
and lace work. In Brussels there are schools for mili- 
ners and corset makers, and in Mons a school for em- 
broiderers. There are schools also for the making of 
lingerie, where the girls “tudy four years, beginning 
with fancy stitches and scallops, and graduating on night- 
gowns and shirt waists

Confederate soldiers today 
look upon that campaign as a war measure, but the 
writer has seen and conversed with elderly ladies there 
who hate the name of Sheridan because of the sufferings 
they endured. They saw their crops destroyed, their 
barns and fences burned, and some of them carrying in- 
fants in their arms were left without roof, food or 
clothing. 

While preparing for his initial rene in the 
vicinity of Winchester, Gen. Sheridan found it very diffi- 
cult to obtain reliable information concerning the loca- 
tion and number of the forces of Gen. Early. Finally, 
; from Rebecca L. Wright, a little Quaker girl residing in 
Winchester, he secured tlie accurate information’ he 


needed; and upon that information he planned, fought 
and won the battle of Opequan Creek, on September 18. 


1864; the battle known in history as the battle of 
Winchester. 

In the redemption division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment the little Quaker girl has been employed for many 
years. She has a gold watch, upon which these words are 
inscribed: “Presented to Rebecca L. Wright, Septem- 
ber 19, 1867, by Gen. Phil H. Sheridan. A memento of 
September 19, 1864.” 

The watch is attached to a long gold chain, fastened at 
the neck with a horseshoe clasp, a military gauntlet and 
stirrups. Hanging from the short end of the chain is a 
sword, a seal and key. With the watch came a letter, 
of which the following is a copy: 


| ‘HEADQUARTERS, DEPARTMENT OF THE GULF, 


New Orleans, January 7, 1867. 
My dear Miss Wright: You are probably not aware 


_of the services you rendered the Union cause by the in- 


formation you sent by the colored man a few days before 
It was 
upon that information that the battle was fought, and 
probably won. The colored man gave the note, wrapped 
in tinfoil, to the scout who awaited him at Millwood. 
He had carried it in his mouth to that point, and the 
scout brought it to me. . 

By that note I became aware of the true condition 


-of affairs inside the enemy's lines, and gave directions 


for the attack. I will always remember that courageous 
and patriotic action of yours with gratitude, and I beg 
you to accept the watch and chain which I send by Gen. 
J. W. Forsyth as a memento of September 19, 1864. 
Very reapectfully yours, P. H. SHERIDAN,

The letter was placed in double frames by Mrs. Bonsal, 
so that the writing on both sides can be seen through the 
glass covering. On the back of the letter is an auto- 
graph indorsement by Gen. Grant, requesting the ap- 
pointment of Miss Wright to the Treasury Department, 


and upon that request her original appointment was 


made. While in the department she married Mr. Bon- 
sal, and after his death she was reappointed. 


The Quaker family of Wrights resided in Winchester. | 


As Quakers they were opposed to war, prayed for peace, 
and remained loyal to the cause of the Union. Because 
her father would not fight he was arrested and impris- 
oned by the Confederates. Because of confinement and 
hardships he died in prison. The widow lived with her 
daughter and little boy with undiminished loyalty. They 
were pitied and much respected hy their neighbors. | 
About noon of the 16th of September, 1864, a colored 
man knocked at the door and asked to see Miss Wrign:. 
There were two Miss Wrights in Winchester, and the 
colored man stated that he wanted to see Miss Rebecca.

Reciprocity and Prosperity. 


— 
Between the years 1854 and 1866, Canada, which then 
consisted of four distinct colonies—Ontario and Quebec, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island, 
with a population of about 2,500,000—enjoyed a rare de- 
gree of Prosperity under a treaty of reciprocity with 
the United states. After the war, the latter country 
abrogated the treaty, mainly on account of the mistaken 
notion that Canada had sympathized with the South dur- 
ing the Civil War; but to some extent also because it 
was thought that Canada had the better of the bargain. 
By the abrogation of the treaty, Canada suffered from re- 
stricted markets, and @ period of serious depression en- 
sued. Arguing that a certain cause produces a certain 
effect, a great many well-meaning persons in Canada, 
reasoning from the prosperity of those years. attributed 
it to reciprocity without reference to the conditions which 
existed in the United States at the time. In the same 
way the people of Great Britain regard free trade as the 
elixir of their commercial life, because during a period 
when the other nations of Europe had not started on a 
career of industrial expansion under systems of protec- 
tion, they enjoyed undisputed and indisputable commer- 
cial ascendency. It was not taken into account that in 
the United States, owing to the disturbed and upturned 
state of affairs, production was paralyzed, and the de- 
mand for Canadian products was exceptional. As a con- 
sequence, Canada endeavored at various times to renew 
the treaty or arrange another on some modified basis of 
reciprocity, but without success, all her advances being 
met, if not with rebuff, at least in a very unresponsive 
spirit. Finally Canada, tired of playing the undignified 
part of a suitor for better terms, manfully tackled the 
problem of hewing out a national structure of her own, 
independent of the United States. 


America’s “Mistake.” 


“Here it is pertinent to remark that the mistake the 
statesmen of the American republic made in dealing with 


Canada was in refusing the latter's advances. That pol- 


icy was dictated by the idea that Canada by being iso- 
lated and debarred from the benefits of free intercourse 
with the United States, would be starved into complete 
submission and would thus be compelled to cut the ties 
that bound her to Great Britain in order to complete her 
natural destiny. James G. Blaine, the greatest exponent 
of this doctrine, virtually told Canada that as long as she 
was a political part of Great Britain she could not ex- 
pect to reap the benefits of commercial union with the 
United States. She must be either one thing or the 
other. It was apparently good logic, but it was short- 
sighted as the sequel proved. Canada, by striking out 
for herself, developing her own resources and finding 
new avenues of trade, has become more prosperous then 
she ever was at any other period of her history. Even 
if she could she would not now accept what she then 
sued for in vain. The time has passed when fusion is 
possible. She has developed interests in other directions 
to which union with the United States would be fatal. 
Had Canada remained commercialiy allied with the 
United States, her material interests would have become 
more and more identified with the Americans until con- 
nection with the mother country would have been em- 
barrassing and inconvenient, and political separation 
rendered very probable. There was a considerable ele- 
ment in Canada that, while loyal in sentiment to Great 
Britain, held strongly to the view that our true commer- 
cial destiny lay south of the line. Under favorable con- 
ditions that sentiment would have developed; but the 
hostile and irritating policy of the United States weaned 
us from such sympathies; and that element now exists 
hardly at all. I am speaking frankly and without preju- 
dice to the people of the United States for whom I have 
great regard.

Canada is being heard of as she never 
was before. The people of the United States have sud- 
denly developed an interest in our welfare. Your news- 
papers would have us believe it a very fine thing for us to 
join hands with you. We hear much of “common des- 
tiny” and “kindred institutions.” This is significant.

Ways we regard the true American as a cousin of whom 
to be proud. We admire him and welcome him to visit 
us. We realize that the two countries might form an 
alliance for defensive purposes that would be to the aa- 
vantage of both, yet we believe that it is to the true m- 
terests of both to remain apart. We are satisfied and 
believe we are better off as Canadians than to lose our 
identity by being merged into a mass of 70,000,000 people. 
We do not envy you your great population. Too much 
stress has been laid on its importance by both countries. 
If population is not of the right sort it may be a great 
evil, It is the potentiality of the people and not their 
numerical character that counts. We are content to go on 
as we are. 

“We like our political institutions. We believe they 
are better than yours. Even if they are not better, they 
are more suited to us, and are more in harmony with 
all our traditions and conditions. While nominally un- 
der monarchial form of rule, our institutions are as free 
and our meed of liberty, private and public, as great as 
exists anywhere under the Stars and Stripes. We believe 
we are even more democratic i: spirit than you are; that 
our government is mors representative and in closer 
touch with the public pulse than yours. You cannot turn 
out a government that does wrong within four years. 
We can turn ours out and fill its places in forty-eight 
hours. As compared to the King of England your Presi- 
dent is an autocrat in the prerogatives he possesses. Our 
judiciary and our public officials are not dependent upon 
popular favor for their offices, and are therefore in a po- 
sition to do their duty impartially, and with better results 
than are possible with the elective system. In short, 
we think we are going ahead fast enough for our 
own good. We have not as much to brag about 
as the Americans, but we don’t mind that. Our 
ambition is simply to live peaceably by the side of 
our neighbors and work out our own salvation indepen- 
dent of them.“ 


He Swells With Pride. 


That is what Mr. Gosnell thinks of the situation. He 
is a fine type of the Canadian, and his utterances will 
meet with the approval of his people. The only criticism 
that will be offered will be that “he didn’t give it to the 
Yanks hard enough.” The Canedian is geiting mighty 
big in the chest these days. He talks back to John Bull 
equally as much_as he berates Uncle Sam. The thing he 
bas up his sleeve is independence. He ciaims to be a 
compromise between the radicai conservatism of the 
Englishman and the extreme progressiveness of the 
American. He states that he does not lutend to be dic- 
tated to by one or bulldozed by the other. It is very 
plain that he has made up his mind to hoe his own row. 
Gosnell puts it very mildly.. Bristles stand up on the 
back of the average Canadian as he tells you what is 
coming to pass.

AMERICANS ARE RECOGNIZED BY IT 
WHEN ABROAD. 


From the London Express. 


HE “tourist face“ is the latest importation from the 
United States. It is the trade-mark of American 
visitors, whose energy in this holiday season is 
simply appalling. 

Our American cousins are at present the busiest people 
in Landon. They fly about with unabated vigor fromm sun- 
rise until midnight, and then complain that the town has 
gone to bed. The average traveler crowds more London 
“sights” into a day than many residents would care to 
spread over a week's itinerary. The result of this ex- 
hausting programmé is the tourist face.” 

You can see it in the Strand any afternoon. Nervous, 
dyspeptic looking men, clutching red guide books, stride 
hurriedly through the crowd. They wear an anxious, 
worried look. Women with long blue veils floating from 
their hats keep up with the procession—likewise dis- 
playing the inevitable guide book. Occasionally a tab 
passes driven at full speed. It contains a man from 
Missouri or Arizona, in transit from the Tower to the 
Abbey. 

This year’s crop of tourists exhibits the sightseeing 
craze in its most virulent form. It is an aggravated 
phase of the quick-lunch disease, for the energetic Yan- 
kee wants his historical London served “hot” with as 
much celerity as he receives his five-minute meal at 
midday. 

Futile “Rest,” 

Many Americans now in London come abroad for a 
rest.“ Some of them are exiles by order of their physi- 
cians. But the strain of looking at fourteenth century 
clfurches and interminable rows of oil paintings has not 
improved their condition. More than one man, seeking 
rest far from the tension of Wall street, is working 
harder than he ever did on the Stock Exchange. 

“Cocktails are keeping me alive,“ said a haggard bro- 
ker at the Cecil last night. “As long as I am in Lon- 
don I feel that I must See the sights. I am sailing to- 
morrow with a frightful jumble of altars, tombs, pic- 
tures, palaces, crooked streets, and museums in my 
head I see guide books in my sleep.

Lack of sleep is one privation suffered by the Amer- 
ican tourist. He must be up and doing while London is 
still abed.

One enterprising party from 
Marquette, Mich., left a Bloomsbury boarding-house the 
other morning for a day’s round of pleasure, and was 
forced to charter an all-night cab.

A 
young college man, claiming New York as his home, 
created a sensation when he arrived at a West End 
hotel a few days ago. He wore a lounge suit of light 
flannel. The coat was abnormally short and loose: the 
trousers were broad and baggy at the hips and tight at 
the ankle; he wore a hat resembling that worn by Eng- 
lish curates, but white, and with a broad, straight brim; 
it was encircled by a red and green ribbon, and his boots 
were flat-nosed and heavy. 

In explaining the reason for this weird combination, 
the young man declared to some friends that the flannels 
were cut in the “latest English” design by his New 
York taldor, and that the style was much affected by 
American college men at present.

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In Hidden Thibet. 
ABSTRACT OF JAPANESE PRIEST’S 
STORY OF His EXPERIENCES. 

From London Post. 

N approaching the Grand Temple at Sakkia, Kawa- 
guchi struck a fine public road passing Pantsolin 
in the direction of Shikaché, and fel] in with many 
pilgrims from Lhassa, who were classed as Lamas, and 
showed him much kindness. They offered to assist him 
with his baggage, and lent him a horse to ride, say- 
ing: “We are all pilgrims bound to the same place, the 
great mountain’s source.”» Away to the southward were 
wide stretches of cultivated land, chiefly in barley, and 
the ground was being well manured. In this part of 
Thibet the farmers appear to understand something of 
the more approved methods of treating the soil, and in 
Haruzé, much grain, both wheat and barley, is harvested 
every year. Butter is of excellent quality, and is sold 
at a low rate. When Kawaguchi came within sight of 
the great temple he had to acknowledge that it fully 
came up to the expectations which he had formed con- 
cerning its size. The main building is a splendid edifice 
sixty feet high, crowned with a pile of the five stones 
representing, according to Chinese reasoning, the five 
elements, viz., fire, water, wood, metal, and earth. This 
building measures at the base some 240 feet long by 210 
feet wide, and it,stands within a walled enclosure that 
is 240 yards square. The rough-hewn stones are every- 
where plastered over with a glistening white cement, and 
the retaining walls, which are not perpendicular, but 
curved like those of a Japanese castle, are very substan- 
tially built. The “dew tower,“ as it is termed, on the 
roof is gilded, and reflects the sunlight to a great dis- 
tance. In fact, the whole structure is impressive in its 
- polidity and simple grandeur, standing out well as it 
floes against a background of noble snow-clad moun- 
tains. Kawaguchi first sought for an inn in the vicinity 
of the temple, and later procured a guide to the pfincipal 
buildings and to several famous shrines in the neigh- 
‘borhood. | 
The High Priest of Sakkia Temple. : 
Kawaguchi was told that he must on no Account fail 
in his duty as regards visiting the high priest and in- 
voking his blessing, and on going there he found that 
the inmates of the temple numbered fully five hundred. 
On the south side the building rises tier above tier, and 
in a truly splendid apartment, seated on a richly-orna- 
mented dais, was the Lama dignitary, by name Unam;=x 
Pasan Chanré. Kawaguchi was pleasantly received, and 
after some talk he was told to come again next day. He 
was subsequently shown a fine palace standing in tne 
midst of a grove of willows. This appertains exclusively 
to the Sakkia Koma Rimboché, which means the “su- 
premely precious” of Sakkia, a title that is commonly 
employed, save that the first word is omitted, in speak- 
ing of the Emperor of China. The ruler at Peking is 
simply Koma Rimboché, and the Thibetans say that the 
Koma Rimboché at the Manchu capital and the Koma 
Rimboché at Sakkia are together as the sun and moon 
respectively, “standing side by side in the center of the 
world.” In Eastern Thibet if Koma Rimboché is spo- 
ken of it is the Emperor of China who is alluded to; in 
Western Thibet it is the Sakkia official whom they mean 
when they use this title. The twain are traditionally 
believed by the Thibetans to be the most potent rulers 
on earth. For this reason, to be fortunate enough to 
meet with a person of such undeniable eminence as the 
Sakkia Koma Rimboché filled Kawaguchi with satisfac- 
-tion, but, sad to say, after the interview the priest had 
to confess that the luminary was far less brilliant than 
he had been led to expect. Indeed, Kawaguthi found 
him to be decidedly illiterate. Possibly the visitor's 
obelsances were not sufficiently profound to please the 
Thibetans, for he was met by some Lamas -afterwards 
who peremptorily demanded of him: “Why was it that 
to the Koma Rimboché you did not offer worship?” 
Kawaguchi was wily, and retoried: “You accuse ‘me of 
not worshiping! A man to whom Buddha's precepts 
have been familiar from his babyhood! Am I not forever 
dwelling on the Master’s teachings? Why, even the tini- 
, est children at my home in China are careful to conform 
to them!” And the Lamas were silent. In the. vicinity 
of this palace or castle of Sakkia are twenty or thirty 
houses which were intended for soldiers to be quartered 
in, but were empty at the time when, the year before last. 
some two hundred or more wretched people were set on 
by a band of lawiss suffians who swooped down from 
the northern plains, and between twenty and thirty 
were killed outright. It is said that the Thibetan gov- 
ernment is still being implored in vain to execute jus- 
tice on the marauders, so ineffective is the control and 
so appalling the ur of life in that part of the 
world. 

The fine old palace differs but little from a Lama 
temple in general outline, but was constructed with a 
view to its defense in war time, and has served its pur- 
pose in that respect on many occasions in the past. 
Wearisome Journey. 

A final view of its noble proportions, Kawaguchi ex- 
plains, was obtained on Nqvember 6, when, gazing in a 
southeasterly direction, he had before him twenty miles 
or more of mountainous track, rising and falling like 
waves of the sea, to the distant snowy peaks, with the 
Chakusamu Tsangbu, a fairly wide stream, in the fore- 
ground, five miles distant. The name of this river, he 
takes the opportunity to tell us, means, when translated, 
the “river of the iron bridge,” and he believes that a 
wire rope or chain bridge spanning the stream at this 
place existed years ago. It was not, as he opines, any- 

thing very beautiful to look at, being in all probability 
merely a single strand of wire rope, instead of plaited 
bamboos, to carry a cage suspended between the moun- 
tains which here face each other across the gorge. There 
is no trace of the bridge, however, at the present tithe, 
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though the name survives, but something of the kind | 
exists at a spot near Lhasga, the iron rope being of two 
strands and fairly strong. The River Chakusamu is 
often brimful of ice, but travelers cross easily on mule- 
back over the hummocks. For the next four miles, 

while traversing barren mountains, there was absolutely 
nothing to divert the mind of the pilgrim from the weari- 
someness of the journey. 

The day after quitting Sakkia, Kawaguchi reached 
Chomohari, a snow-capped mountain eight miles to the 
southeast, and took up his quarters for the night at its 
base ; 


Eventually Kawaguchi found himself once more, as he 
declares, on the banks of the Brahmaputra River, but 
the channel was blocked by ice. The frozen masses as 
they came down stream bounded and rebounded from 
every jutting precipice and rock, and shone resplendent 
in the brilliant sunshine as they piled themselves sky- 
ward in surpassing loveliness and grandeur. The crash 
of berg against berg, as the current bore the huge aggre- 
gations down to the barrier, was productive of a volume 
of sound that was, we are assured, truly awe inspiring. 
Crossing here was impossible, but after proceeding for 
some miles northeastward along the river bank, Kawa- 
guchi caught a horse that he found grazing, and made 
it swim the stream with him to the opposite shore, where 
there was a village called Niuku Tasamu. In his jour- 
ney on this day he covered about twenty-three English 
miles, which, considering the character of the country, 
must be adjudged an extraordinary achievement. 


The Second Pope. 


He was now drawing near Shikache, a large town, in 
the immediate vicinity of which is another famous place 
in Thibetan history, the Teshu Lumbo, or residence of 
the Teshu Lama whom our Japanese traveler designates 
the Second Pope. In describing the gcene of which he 
was a witness at Teshu Lumbo, Kawaguchi lays much 
stress on the fact that the Lama of this monastery, 
though ranking second to the great functionary in 
Lhassa, and wielding no political power, is nevertheless 
regarded by the common people with feelings of especial 
awe gnd reverence, as, according to the title conferred 
on him directiy by the Emperor of Chima, he ought, 
strictly speaking, to rank higher than the Dalai Lama. 
When the latter dies the Teshu Lama, in virtue of his 
office, nominally occupies the throne of Lhassa und 
such time as a new Dalai is chosen, much as the Cardi- 
nal Camerlingo temporarily assumes authority in Rome 
when a Pope dies there. The town of Shikaché directly 
faces the Teshu Lumbo, an institution in which dwell 
some 3500 priests. Shikaché itself has abaut 3400 houses, 
with a population of thirty thousand, it is claimed, but 
Kawaguchi thinks this is much too high an estimate. 
The Teshu Lama is known as Pan-Chen Rimboché, the 
“Divinely Precious,” and his virtue is great. Kawaguchi 
considered that it would be a help in pursuing his stud- 
les if he could remain awhile at Shikaché, and so he en- 
tered his name at the great temple as a student coming 
from the northwest plains, becoming an inmate accord- 
ingly of that part of the establishment which is set apart 
for those hailing from that region. He remained some 
months in Shikaché before moving on toward Lhassa. 
Here he sought to make himself acquainted with the se- 
crets of the Thibetan system of administration, and the 
result of his researches may perhaps form the subject 
of a subsequent article. He wag successful in obtain- 
ing an entrance into the family circle of the Thibetan 
Finance Minister, no slight advantage in view of the ob- 
jects that he had in view, but rendering his position, one 
would imagine, doubly and trebly precarious, 


The University of Sera. 


Five miles to the southwest of Lharsa is the great 
Lama University of Sera, of which there are three princi- 
pal sections, the first having eighteen colleges, and about 
three thousand eight hundred students of Lamaism— 
classed as priests; the second section has likewtse eigh- 
teen colleges, but only about two thousand five hundred 
priests; the third section has but five hundred priests. 
Some of the colleges have as many as one thousand per- 
sons each on their books, others have as few as_ fifty. 
These priests are again divided into genuine clerics and 
soshibozu, as Kawaguchi terms them, i. e., out'aw 
priests, and the latter are far more pugnacious in t ieir 
ways than would be tolerated of priests in most other 
countries. The fees are not very high. A sum equal 
to sixteen shillings is roughly all that is charged per 
month by the college, but the student has to remain at 
Sera twenty years before he can take his degree, which 
is one that Kawaguchi places on a footing with t of 
hakusé, or doctor, in his own country. It was while he 
was in one of the Lhassa colleges that the inmates dis- 
covered that he belonged to Japan, and made it neces- 
sary for him to quit the Thibetan capital in all haste. 
But he saw much of Lhassa in the interval, and gives an 
excellent account of the place and its institutions. He 
met with a certain trader named Palpo, who proposed at 
no distant date to return to India, and Kawaguchi re- 
solved to take advantage of this opportunity to send let- 
ters to a friend at Surat and to others dwelling in Hin- 
dostan. In fact, owing to his inability to dé this before, 
he had had not a little anxiety, because, though know- 
ing well his friends’ disposition, and that they would not 
divulge his secret, he felt that. they must all be waiting 
in distress for a message as to his whereabouts.

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Growth of New Legs. 


MYSTERIES AND MIRACLES IN THE 
ANIMAL KINGDOM, 


Fr London Mail. 


N the many marvels of the animal world there is 
Le more wonderful than the mystery of growth, 

and the lavish way in which nature not only supplies 
heads and eyes, legs and tails, but also supplementary 
members to take their place when those useful if not nec- 
essary articles are destroyed or lost. 

The replacement of lost organs is more common as we 
approach the foundations of life, and is almost abs nt 
from its pinnacles and baitlements. There is a popular 
idea that every part of thé human body is renewed in 
the course of seven years, and that the grown man who 
gazes on his-strong limbs, and (by means of a mirror) 
at his comely or uncomely face, is looking at a totally 
differen! person from the child who was his infantile rev- 
resentative. He was John Smith at ten, he is John Smith 
at twenty-five, and yet every particle has changed; he is 
another John and another Smith—the same, yet not the 
same. 


Commonplace Growths. 


How much of this theory is true it is difficult to say, 
and not very profitable to discuss. But we know that 
the body is capable of renewal as well as of ordinary 
growth. Cuts and wounds are filed up by new flesh 
growing from the sides until the seams are completely 
mended; it is porsitle to take skin from one person’s 
healthy forehead and to graft it upon anather person's 
nose, and blood, it is believed may be drawn from the 
veins of the rcbust and made to flow in those of the 
feeble. 

More commorplace growths are familiar to every one. 
The skin is ever being rubbed or washed away, hair re- 
quires cutting at inconveniently short intervals, human 
nails demand the scissors, the claws of cats are reset by 
the ald of the drawing-room furniture, and those of the 
tiger by means of a friendly tree. The fiorns of male 
deer, and in the case of the reindeer, those of the female 
also—which in some instances weigh half-a hundred- 
weight— 1 broken off and grow again year by year. 

But with these exceptions there is nothing in the 
higher animals corresponding to the replacing of limbs 
in the crab. It is only when we leave the mammals and 
the birds that we arrive at the miracle of growth which 
the fisherman called “sprouting,” and which men of sci- 
ence term the rer eneration of lost parts. It is at its me- 
ridian in the crabs and the spiders, while its dawn must 
be looked for far below the mollusks and the worms. 
Man, so to speak, only basks in the rays of the setting 
sun. 
Lost Members Replaced. 

Sea anemones, which with their green, pink, cream, 
blue, and crimson flora] beauty turn the shores of the 
ocean into a marine paradise, may be cut down by ad- 
verte circumstances, as our garden flowers are by @ 
northern blast, without losing their vitality or their 
power of recuperation. Let but a layer of the original 
root remain attached to the rock, and they will again 
grow bodies, and crown them with bud-like fringes, 
which serve them for lips and hands. 

I once heard a jocular doctor threaten to amputate a 
patient in the middie of his back. Such a radical opera- 
tion would probally have debarred the subject of it from 
violent athletic pursuits for the rest of his life. An 
earthworm tiinks nothing of being taken of in the 
middle of the back by the spade of an unsuspecting or 
malicious gardener, but simply rests as a private patient 
for a month or two, and then comes out with @ brand 
new tall. Even the loss of the other end does not trouble 
the interesting creature which Darwin raised from the 
status of a pest to the honoravle rank of one of the 
world’s bene‘actors. 

Most people lose their heads, metaphorically, at times, 
but when those ornamental appendaces are literally off, 
no fresh heads take their places. A worm, on the con- 
trary, has been known to grow a new brain, as well as 
the more humdrum but useful mouth and throat, in the 
course of a couple of months. 


New Eyes Developed. 


That “mixed multitude” of animals classed together by 
naturalists as mollusks, which include the lie-a-bed oys- 
ter and the wideawake cuttlefish, contains also the snail! 
far-famed for its marvelous speed, its habit of evading 
the ground landlord by carrying its house on its 
shoulders, and for its ability to open new eyes 
should the originals be permanently darkened. The 
eyes, as is well known, are carried at the ends of two 
horns, and can be pulled in or thrust out with more than 
mechanical ease and precision. If the eyes are lost by 
any accident, the life which pervades the creature, be- 
ginning from the mere stumps, builds up the optic 
nerves afresh, furnishes them with appropriate tases, 
and places accurately constructed lenses at the ends. 

In the case of a human eing who has lost his eyes, 
the ophthalmist hes nothing more practical to do than 
to send in his bi:l, and the optician is reduced to the 
construction of glass eyes, or some other appliance to 
hide the deformity; whereas the snail, treated in the 
ophthalmic hospital of nature, grows new eyes and goes 
merrily but sedately to his revels on a tender cabbage 

leaf under the moon. 

Few insects are known to replace lost members, al- 
though they are frequently found minus a foot or one 
of their antennae. This is probably due to the fact that 
most insects emerge suddenly into the mature form, 
when growth practically ceases, and ff is in the imma- 
ture stage that uncommon growth is most marked. 

Two insects, however, which grow from larvae to per- 


with antennae of eight joints each, and by subdi- 
vision increase the joints to fourteen. The antennae aré 
brittle, and joints frequently break off, but are readily 
replaced, the disturbance arising from the fracture often 
producing a variation from the usual number. 


Extravagance in Limbs. 


Spiders and crabs which are near relations, are able, 
after a series of moults, to replace limbs which have 
disappeared in battle. It is somewhat startling, on the 
morrow after shutting up in a box a dark spider with 
seven legs, to find two spiders, one dark and the other 
light, one with eight legs and the other with seven, the 
captive having changed his clothes and grown a new leg 
during the hours of darkness. Crabs are warlike, and 
when two or three enter the same crab pot are apt to 
destroy one another's limbs in a way which to less richly 
endowed races seems extravagant. Fishermen cannot 
afford to throw them back into the sea, but they often 
render first aid. Thrusting a finger into the wound -of 
the mangled limb, they irritate the owner, who there- 
upon jerks off the “paw,’’ leaving a neat film at the end 
of the stump, which prevents any further loss of blood. 
Crabs are more excitable than their appearance would 
suggest, and it is firmly believed by the fishermen that 
when they are confined in the store pots in shallow water 
a thunderstorm el bring about a wholesale kicking 
away of their unfortunate limbs. 

All things considered, this reproduction of lost mem- 
bers—heads, eyes, legs, and tails—is one of the most re- 
markable things connected with the daily miracle of 
growth.

a Tehuelche would rather ride fifty miles than walk two. 
They seem to be indigenous to this land—at least all 
traditions of their arrival in Patagonia are lost, and eth- 
nologists consider them autchtothones—caexistent with 
the land. Stories of their savagery are false, according 
to Capt. Lee, who has lived among them, and who says 
they are hospitable to a last degree. They live in brush 
or hide-covered houses, and though belonging to a very 
low grade of humanity, are honest and kind to their 
aged and infirm. 

From the nature of thelr land, its abundance of game, 
e\c., they are nomads, depending almost encirely upon

constitute standards of value, for a girl whose father 
owns two hundred horses ig obviously more valuable 
than one whose paternal ancestor owns a couple of dozen. 
It is also the cus om for the groom to give each of the 
pride’s brothers from one to three horses, and in a 
country where the precepts of President Roosevelt are 
so literally adhered to, brothers are not uncommon. 
They have no particular ceremony uniting the two other 
than the exchange of gifts, and a huge feast, to which 
every one is invited. In case of a separation, the gifts 
of horses, dogs, etc., go to the wife. When he so de- 
sires, and can afford them, a man may have as many 
wives as he chooses, but polygamy is not commonly prac- 
ticed, either by the Tehuelches or the Onas. Some of the 
young girls are fairly good looking, but, like American 
aborigines, they fade quickly and become inordinately 
fat and gross. 

Now and again a white man “buys” a Tehuelche 
maiden, and the _half-breed children resulting are in 
many cases remarkably beautiful. Such cases are rare, 
however, as most of the colonists bring wives with 
them: not infrequently whole families, grown and mar- 
ried sons and daughters, joining the parcnts in settling 
up the new lands. In Patagonia, of course, there are’ no 
dangers from savage tribes, and, aside from lack of 
transportation facilities, and communication with the 
outside world, the lot of the colonist in the land of 
the Tehuelches is not so bad after all. 

Without exception these Indians are lazy fellows, leav- 
ing all the work of camp and trail to the women, and 
devoting themselves to the pleasures of the chase, in 
which they excel. Many of their customs ere exceed- 
ingly cruel and barbarous, especially some of their birth, 
marriage and death ceremonials, Frequently when a 
boy is born (according to Capt. Lee,) a horse will be cut 
open, and the baby placed within the quivering beast, 
there to remain until the horse dies. If the child lives 
through this ordeal, he is well started on the way to 
manhood; if he die, all well and good. Other cere- 
monials of marriage or death are equally savage. : 

The honor of being chief in Tehuelcheland is an 
empty one, as the chief has very little to say, save in 
the organization of the hunt and in a few minor matters. 
In religion he is not the high priest, which chiefs of 
many tribes are, but counts for no more than any of 
his fellow-tribesmen. In fact, the religion of these huge 


children is but a constant eervice of placation to the 
evil spirit, whose hand they see in every thunder cloud 
and in every crackling glacier. They seem to have no 
idea of any good spirit which has power to overcome

Patagonia is by no means a “big game“ country, 
as compared with Africa, India or Asia, but, according 
to Capt. Lee, there are many guanacos, deer, wolves, 
ostriches and pumas yet to be found, as well as myriads 
of wild fowl along the lakes. The crowning sport of 
Patagonia, however, is the hunting of the vast herds of 
wild cattle which still roam about the lower hills of the 
Cordillera. They are as hard to find. and as ugly 
when wounded as was ever lion or grizzly, and few, in- 
deed, are the horns of Patagonian wild cattle which 
grace the walls of the homes of the colonists, mighty 
hunters though they be.

A Pleasure Garden at Encinitas. 


Down on the Santa Fe line, about half way from Los 
Angeles to San Diego is a tiny little town which has just 
survived the boom period that struck that section a few 
a ago. Thoce early projectors of towns were too 

usy making out deeds to lots at ridiculous prices per 
Jront foot to make any plans for water systems, or plant- 
Ine any trees or otherwise beautifying the towns At 
Encinitas, a little more than ordinary effort was made 
lo establish street trees, and in spite of drought and 
hegiect, many fine trees have survived, and now go a 
jong way toward beautifying the landscape. The lack of 
water has discouraged much effort at gardening, how- 
ver, but now and then one sees a home where love of 
nature and a little genuine effort to conquer the exist- 
Ing conditions has brought about delightful results. T. 
W. Cozens, Ed., at an expenditure of something less 
than one hundred dollars, secured a well with a smal! 
ind and sufficient pipe to carry the water to his 
iweliing-house and over the smal) garden, which is the 
tpecial charge of Mrs. Cozens, whose rosy cheeks and per- 
lect health speak volumes for the good times she has 
while among her posies. 

I was really surprised to find what fine growths were 
m this little garden so near the sea. While they may be 
irrigated from the well, yet the supply is not overdrawn, 
and a very small amount of water is used, cultivation 
king its place. The fine banana, the beautiful gera- 
aiums, splendid cannas, all look most luxuriant. 


The Plant House. 


Mrs. Cozens found early in her gardening experiences 
that there were many delicate little vines ani plants, 
more especially Asparagus, Ferns, and Begonias, that 
would thrive better when somewhat sheltered. 

The lath house offered a solution, but not fancying the 
erudity of this, Mrs. Cozens had her plant house built of 
Yexas Cane or Bamboo, which grows luxuriantly in the 


Jan me Valley, not far trom Encinitas. This makes |

an artistic little building, and with a delicate vine peep- 
ing through the lattice here and there, adds a charm to 
the corner of the garden, while inside the result is be- 
yond my pen to describe. They are watered once a day, 
and the sun comes in at the long south windows all day. 
‘and winter and summer keeps the temperature warm 
enough for the most delicate plants, yet the free circuls- 
tion of the air takes away that atmosphere of “dank- 
ness” so often found in the greenhouse of an amateur 
gardener. It ia a delightful spot in summer or winter, 
this little greenhouse by the sea, and from it come light- 
ness and brightness. for many of the cottages round 
about, for this is a garden shared by “the neighbors.”

Now, if | had my garden down by the sea again, 1 
should make a specialty of Geraniums. Not just “Fish 
Geraniums” and common Ivies and other varieties so 
commonly seen as to lose their charm, but, as the Eng- 
lish say, I would just “go in” for all the finest varieties 
I could secure, and especially would I take up that de- 
li¢htful group known as the Pelarzoniums or Martha 
Washingtons. ! know from practical experience that the 

larzonium thrives near the sea and improves in color 
and shape. In the matter of the But'erfly or Ivy Gera, 
niums, too, there is room for improvement, and near 
the sea this class of plant will luxuriate with abso- 
jutely no artificial irrigation. 


Varieties of Geraniums. 


Last spring, in Ventura, I first made acquaintance with 
“Sweet Sixteen,” a creation of Mrs. Theodosia Shepherd, 
which has pleased me very much. It is an Ivy-lesaved 
Geranium of luxuriant growth. The color is a melting 
shade of pink; the petals have a dainty curve, and the 
whole flower is very full, suggesting. plumpness and 
vigor. 

Another of these Ivy-leafed Geraniums that I fancy is 
Roi de Wurtemburg, a splendid semi-double scariet bios- 
som. 

At Ventura and at Coronado splendid success has been 
bad not only in growing, but in creating new varieties, 
and here is a field of pleasure for the amateur gardener 
that cannot be overestimated. 

A friend at Santa Monica told me of experiments tried 
with a bronze-leafed Zonale Geranium which resulted in 
plants of most wonderful marking. Unfortunately, bow- 
ever, they were subjected to transplanting to an inland 
town. and the stock was thus lost. 

Of the Zonale chess, Johnny Doyle is a masterfnl dark 
red: Hazel Kirk is also a vigorous and vivid color. 
Queen of the Belgians ts a fine white. A Coronado vari- 
ety is “Bob,” a lovely cherry red. Pike's Peak is a good 
scarlet with white center. Almost any good nursery- 
man can add to this list indefinitely. 

Remember always that in lieu of water the soil must 
be kept well stirred up and open, and your garden beds 
cannot be cultivated too frequently. Dead leaves and 
dying blossoms must be kept picked off, and by judicious 
pruning a constant succession of lovely bloom and fine 
foliage may be insured.

Tobacco in Arizona. = 


N attempt is to be made to raise tobacco in Arizona. 
The Arizona Star says: 

In addition to its long list of resources, there is 
every likelihood that another industry in Arizona will 
shortly occupy the attention of the world. For some time 
it has been known in Tucson that tobacco raising was 
possible in this vicinity, but until very recently nothing 
was done toward ascertaining definitely if the growing 
of tobacco could be profitably followed in the Territory. 
Speaking on the subject yesterday, S. H. Drachman, 
the well-known tobacconist, said: “About twenty-five 
years ago a Mexican brought me a fine leaf of tobacco, 
and when I asked him where it came from, he told me 
that he raised it on his place near this city, and used it 
in making cigarettes. Since that time I have seen sev- 
eral samples of Arizona-grown leaf which were of extra- 
fine quality, but the trouble has been there has been 
no one here to properly care for and cure the raw ma- 
terial. Not long ago I was talking with a man who has 
been in Cuba off and on for over twenty years, and he 
informed me that the tobacco grown in Arizona equals 
the best Cuba has ever exported. I have given the mat- 
ter considerable attention lately, and have been re- 
warded by claiming the notice of several of the largest 
tobacconists in the country. In a few days a man who 
thoroughly understands the subject will arrive here from 


practical standpoint. Upon his report will depend 
whether Arizona will embark in the tobacco-raising 
industry. From six to eight miles from Tucson in a 
southerly direction, the best land for growing tobacco 
is located, and can be secured at such a low price that I 
expect before long to see that whole part of the coun- 
try covered with tobacco leaves.” 


Precious Stones of San Diego County.

A corporation will be formed 
and a store opened. A first-class lapidary, who is now 
in business for himself, will be one of the firm. Papers 


will be filed locating the claims within a very few days. 


“The gentleman referred to ewhibited several speci- 
mens of tourmaline in the natural state. One bit, about 
the size of a three-eighths inch section of a slate pen- 
cil, is valued at $100. The worth of the stone depends 
upon its condition of clearness and freedom from .inter- 
nal fracture. In prospecting for the gems some time 
since at Mesa Grande a workman, ignorant of the na- 


ture of the stone, pounded out of the ledge with a ham- 


mer a specimen several inches long by nearly an inch 
in diameter. His manner of securing’ it resulted in Its 
injury very materially; yet he sold the gem to a local 
jeweler for $200. ‘If the stone had been taken out with 
proper care,’ said the latter, ‘it would have easily been 
worth $1200.’ 

“As has been stated, the tourmaline and other gems 
have been largely sent East to be cut; from now on, 
however, the local jewelers and dealers are preparing to 
do this work on a scale which will keep the industry 
here. As it is, one lapidary who has recently set up in 
business in San Diego, has had more work lately than 
he could do, and has found a ready market. Two others 
are also running full blast. 

The gem wealth of this county has as yet been 
scarcely realized,’ said one of the promoters of the new 
company this morning, ‘and the condition seems not to 
exist north. The “gem belt,” if you may call it such, 
apparently starts at Hemet and runs down through the 
county into Lower California. There are tourmalines, 
garnets, moon stones, pyrites, zircon crystais and a num- 
ber of specimens which have not been identified. Some 
of the finest tourmalines have a value almost equal to 
the diamond, and they are obtained in no other place in 
the United States. In fact practically the tourmalineg 
heretofore have come from one place in Europe.’” 


Art Novelty Works. 


HE Riverside Press recently published the following, 
im regard to an interesting local industry: 

“There is but a small percentage of the people of 
Riverside that realize or appreciate the extent and im- 
portance of the industry that is being established here 
by the Riverside Art Novelty Company. 

“This company was organized but a few months ago 
by some local business men; W. W. Wilson, C. E. Weck 
and John W. Roberts, who, with W. H. Wakeley, form- 
erly of Pasadena, compose the principal stockholders 
and officers of the company. 

“As fast as the various articles are Snished at the fac- 
tory they are turned over to the art department, which 
is located on the second floor of the Loring block, where 
a dozén artists are kept busy decorating them with 
original hand-painted and pyrographic designs. 

Mr. Wakeley, who has a number of years df practical 
experience in the production of California novelties—in 
fact can be considered as the originator of the industry, 
is in charge of the manufacturing department. Al- 
though there hasn’t been much said the company has 
been ‘sawing wood” at its factory up by the Santa Fe 
tracks for the past five months, and now has on hand 
cords of fine native woods in various stages of comple- 
tion and in an almost endless number of forms. 

“The company’s output includes a great many articles - 
that are original with it, both in design and decoration, 
and although they are all intended as artistic souvenirs, 
the utilitarian idea has been maintained and most 
everything can be put in practical use. —

How lazy and sleek and comfortable in their beauti- 
fully-kept sta:ls! Anyone might think that they had 
an*easy time of it, except in case of fire; but one has 
to be a very near neighbor, to see how well and pee 
they are drilled. 

The children in the crowded New York schools have 
had some “experience of this drilling. Often in the midst 
of their studies, an alarm bell is sounded, and a thou- 
sand or more children are marshalled by their teachers 
in orderly fashion, and hurried out of the building.

Con- 
sidering that their egg business alone amounts to $200 
some days, and their trade in butter is proportionately 
great, it is a complaint which many a business man 
would be glad to be able to make. | 
| The young girls, however, are not satisfied with their | 
success. In the near future they will add one more line 
—dressed poultry—to their business. This they will han- 
dle in a special way, just as they have the butter and 
egg business, and already they have enough customers 
pledged to assure them of success in this line. 

The fame of these young girls has spread until their 
trade now extends as far west as the Rocky Mountains. 
In fact, so extensive is it in the far West that they will 
in a short time open a branch house in Denver, in order 
to care for their interests there. 

It would be interesting to know just how these girls 
went about it ta find their special markets for their 
butter and eggs, but this, they declare, is one of their 
business secrets. “It is not difficult,” they say, “for 
any one can succeed as well as we have, provided they 
have the courage, the determination and a little, a very 
little, money.”

the Imperial lands, with instructions to present the facts 
as to the quality of ihe sil irrigational and agricultu- 
ral possibilities aud ali features of the country that might 
aid those seeking cheaper lands when the water should 
be turned out upon this portion of the arid southwest. 
First in the field, The Times had the opportunity of pre- 
senting an article upon the character and resources of 
this rich valley that no“ only attempted to describe con- 
ditions that would effect the homeseeker, but presented 
a novel story of an almost unknown country. This ar- 
ticle was published upon the morning of the Fourth of 
July—a fitting time to set forth the possibilities „f nearly 


lands when the vivifying influence of his only great river 
of an arid country should be turned upon this desert in 
navigable streams. To those who read about the Impe- 


location. This territory was once the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. It lies principally in San Diego county, bounded 
upon the north and cast by the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains and their desert dunes-on the west by the San Ja- 
cinto range, and on the south by I.cwer California. This 
ancient gulf depression became the dumping ground of 
the Colorado River, and the richest and best of this im- | 
mense silt deposit never quite reached the sea level. 
When the writer visited this country three years ago 
there was no sign of human habitation for hundreds of 
square miles. One brush shelter near the Mexican line 
nad forty miles from the nearest railroad station, built 
to shade the surveyors, was the oaly “improvement” on 
the entire tract. Reference is made to these ccnditions 
by way of contrast with what followed in the brief apace! 
of three years. In April, 1901, another vielt was mae 
to this promising territory. In ten months the Califor- 
nia Development Company had openeg the banks of the 
Colorado ten miles below Yuma, and already the waier 
had followed the great Salton (now the Alamo) channel 
half way down to the Imperial lands. I drove the entire 


day, and had the pleasure of giving tlie initial account of 
this portion of the enterprise. From Cameron Lake 
to the station at Flowing Well there was not $100 worth 
of improvement excepting a few houses in the new town 
of Imperial—forty miles of promise, but nothing 
achieved except the beginning of the great canal system 
in the southeast corner of what is now Imperial Water 
District No. 1, with its 100,000 acres of largely improved 
lands. Then we carried a rapidly melting cake of ice to 
cool the drinking water. Two years later I found a 
full-grown ice factory condensing the muddy water of 
the canals and crystallizing it into tons for the comfort 
of 4000 people. Briefly, the second visit furnished noth- 
ing to write about but the infinite possibilities of these 
delta lands when the thirsty banks of the Alamo should 
become slaked with the life-giving waters and the stream 
allowed to flow out upon the land. Correspondents de- 
tailed to describe this imperial domain then stood ap- 
palled at the underl&king; after two years of improve- 
ment they are more overwhelmed at the immensity of 
the achievement. The wonder of what might be has

On the 
morning of the 4th the excursion of about forty peo- 
ple was driven southward to Silsbee, about ten miles 
from the starting point, where lunch was served on the 


foot above the sea level, and the other foot near by.” 
Here the party remained over night, the masculine con- 
tingent sleeping in cots placed in the open air just out- 
side the company’s large office building, with the shouts 
of a fiesta in Mexical and mescal lulling then to sleep, 
with only a broad lawn of Kentucky blue grass between 
them and the lesser republic.

Improvements. 


THE TIMES has published a history of the inception 
and growth of this great Imperial enterprise, and there 
is so much to engage the space at command that I shall 
not revert to this feature further. Since March, 1901, 
over 500 miles of main and distributing canals have been 
built, and they are now all flowing full of water. This 
work is still progressing rapidly, and even the projectors 
do not know how many hundreds of additional miles will 
be necessary before the arable lands will be covered. It 
is even hinted by the hopeful that the soils of Indio may 
yet be laved by the Alamo before the inexhaustible sup- 
ply of water will have fulfilled its mission. A great work 
has been done in the formation of mutual irrigaaion dis- 
tricts. These companies are receiving four acre-feet of 
water annually for each share of stock owned by their 
members, and each irrigator contracts to pay for one 
acre-foot per year whether he uses it or not. There are 
six water districta now receiving water, all known as 
“Imperial Companies” and numbered from one to eight. 
with “Two” and “Three” elther merged into another or 
to be completed later. The acreage covered by each is as 
follows: No. One, 100,000 acres; No. Four, 17,500; No.

Within the year the Southern Pacific will continue the 
line from Imperial to the international boundary at Cal- 
exico. Mr. Parkyns of the Southern Pacific assured me 
that this road would be built within the next two or three 
montis, and that another branch from Imperial to Hol- 
ton is assured for the near future. This insures the 
building of about thirty miles of additional track in time 
to handle the next season's crops, and dispenses with the 
long stage rides to these towns and the heavy wagon 
freighting now necessary te reach these points, 

In the early accounts of this section I referred to the 
electric power possibilities of this great water system 
the mental reservation that it might be largely a propo- 
sition on paper. Since seeing one of these electric 
schemes actually under way, I listened to Chief Engineer 
Rock wood's statement that the capacity of the ditches of 
25,000 horse power is one probable development with the 
utmost faith. There is a capacity of 12,000 horse power 
at one point if the plans of the big corporation are car- 
ried out. When capitalist and farmer invest $7,000,000 
in a completed system, who shall place a limit upon 
where the utilization of this immense force of agricul- 
tural production and motive power shall cease? At the 
proposed town of Holton, about twelve miles southeast of 
Imperial, a contract has been let by the Holton Power 
Company for the construction of a power plant to cost 
$75,000, every cent of which its ready to place in this en- 
terprise. At this point one of the main canals, thirty 
feet wide, has a drop of forty feet from the plains to tho 
bed of the Alamo, giving a capacity of over 1500 horse 
power, 250 of which will be available within the next few 
months to be used locally. The basis for full power wil! 
be laid at once, and turbine wheels added as rapidly as 
the power can be utilized. At Holton contracts have 
been placed for 500,000 brick with which to build a hotel 
and two business blocks. Already 35,000 acres are un- 
der water in this locality, so Holton promises not only 
to be the electric nerve center of the Imperial country, 
but a fine agricultural point as well. 


Educational Facilities. ‘

In this connection one is struck by the absence of land 
booming.

HE subject of the Imperial lands is of such vast pro- 

portions that a hurried visit of less than forty-eight 
hours woud fail to compass it. Opportunity may offer 
for the investigation of the interests of this valley more 
in detail. With a few items picked up here and there | 
will close the records upon this interesting country for 
the present. The cost of maintenance of the 
water system of Imperial district No. 1 from July, 1902, 
to July, 1903, was 22% cents peracre. . . .

Carload rates 
are 50 cents out from Imperial. ° The production 
of grain has destroyed the historic mirage of the level 
lands. The extreme points or irrigated lands 
are twenty-six miles apart, north and south, twenty miles 
east and west. The main canals of the terri- 
tory are seventy-seven miles in length. The 
Imperial bank has $100,000 on deposit. The 
New River country is par excellence the hunting ground 
Tor wild fowl, quail and deer. .. Imperial has an 
ice factory, piped and filtered domestic water; a fine 
newspaper and no saloons. Calexico has a blue, 
grass lawn that would grace Orange Grove avenue, and 
is the most attractive little spot between Redlands and 
New Orleans. Silsbee is the largest town upon 
the coast. There is not a town in the valley 
that is too indolent to “get up and dust” on every occa- 
sion. A neiwork of telephones covers the busi- 
ness interests of the entire district, the Imperial rail- 
road even running by telephone. The price of 
waier is the lowest of that of any irrigation district in the 
country. The latest pamphlet gives the names 
and acreage of 1000 investors under the Imperial Canal. 
There were 370 school children in the valley last June. 
In April, 1900, there was not a woman resident of Im- 
perial, but now they are talking of organizing a woman’s 
club there. In this account space has not per- 
mitted reference to the social courtesies received by 
the excursion party. Everywhere the newspaper men 
and their wives were received with the utmost cordiality, 
entertained with music and banquets, and given a good 
impression of the refinement of the people throughout 
the valley.

They Do not Get the Right Food. 


N interview was recently published in The Times 
Aw Dr. John Haynes, who had returned from a 
trip to Europe, during which he investigated social 

conditions there. Dr. Haynes stated that “the English 
laborer and his wife and children are not getting enough 
to eat.” He declared that “the wages received by the 
laborer are not sufficient to maintain the physical ef- 
ficiency of the laborer and his family, even though the 
same should be expended with very much greater know!l- 
edge of the value of materials than the laborer pos- 
sesses.” 

With dune respect to Dr. Haynes, the editor of this de- 
partment is forced to differ from his conclusions. The 
trouble is not that these people do not get enough to eat, 
but that they do not choose the right sort of food for 
their money. If, as Dr. Haynes suggested, they possessed 
“much greater knowledge of the, value of materials,” they 
could get along very well, even on their meager incomes. 

It is a fortunate fact that the very-best food, from a 
hygienic standpoint—the foods that build. up body and 
brain, and keep a person in good health—are very cheap. 
Wheat can be purchased’ fot 2 cents a pound, or less, and 
a pound of wheat is sufficient to keep a hard-working 
man in good health. With a little thin red wine, this 
_formed the dietary of the Roman soldiers, who marched 
long distances in heavy armor, over a rough country. 
Again, in the pulse family—pease, beans and lentils— 
which may be bad for about 3 cents a pound or leas, there 
is a form of concentrated nourishment. Here, again, one 
pound of food is sufficient for a day's nourishment of a 
hard-working person, although it would, of course, not 
be wise to limit the dietary to one ariicle of food. Nour- 
ishing soups may be made out of these foods, flavored 
with onions and other vegetables, and perhaps with a 
beef bone, or small pieces of coarse meat. Oatmeal is an- 
other food that supplies all the needs of the body, and 
is cheap. Mild cheese is not expensive, and is a highly 
concentrated form of nourishment. Wheat may be pre- 
pared in various manners. It may be ground daily, in 
a smal! handmill, parched, boiled and eaten with a little 
milk is another valuable article of diet, which may be 
made into biscuits or bread. In the county of Yorkshire, 
England, to which Dr.. Haynes referred, the peasants 
often boil the whole wheat and eat it with cream. Skim 
milk is antther valuable article of diet, which may be 
had cheap. It contains all the nourishment of the whole. 
milk, except 4 per cent. of fat. Then, to vary the menu, 
and to keep the blood in good condition, a few vege- 
tables may be raised by the laborer in his garden, or 
wild herbs, such as dandelions, may be gathered and 
cooked. A little oil or butter should be added. 


From this, it may be seen that, so far as food is con- 
cerned, a person may be healthy and strong at a cost 
of not excecding 5 cents per day, or, say, 15 cents per 
day, or a dollar a week for a family of five persons. 
There are very few who cannot afford this much. But 
unfortunately most poor people display an amazing ig- 
norance of the food problem, frittering away their money 
for such worthl.-s or comparatively worthless articles 
of food and stimulants, such as white bread and tea, and 
cakes. If these people were taught hygiene, it would do 
them more good than to preach socialism to them. If 
they had more money they would not know how to ex- 
pend it to advantage in buying food, and would probably 
make themselves sick. What we need more than eocial- 
ism is the preaching of the gospel of health. 


It should be added that it is not alone the 8 
public that displays much ignorance on the subject of 
food values, but even scientific men, who might be ex- 
pected to know better. For instance, a short time ago 
there was published in the Sunday Times Magazine, from 
a special correspondent in Washington, an outline of the 
work being done in the shape of food investigation by 
the chemists of the Department of Agriculture, Follow- 
ing is a paragraph from the article: 

“Less than 141-3 cents a day will feed one man, if ideal 
economy be applied. In other words, he can purchase for 
i enough provisions to last him a week. The poor man's 
ration affords him each day just what he needs—no more, 
no less. Here is a sample poor man’s ration for one day: 
Breakfast—Corn bread, syrup; coffee. Dinner—Bread, 
pork, pea coup. Supper—Bread, hominy, tea. There is 
also computed a ration which will keep two people well 
nourished at the rate of $1.50 a week, or less than 10% 
cents per day each.

mmunication follows: 

“There. has been so much said and 80 many qucstions 
asked about catarrh that a little explanation from one 
who has had some personal experience with it and has 
studied it somewhat will not be out of place, and it may 
set some of your readers right on the subject. Catarrh 
manifests itself always as a disorder of the mucous 
membrane. It doesn’t matter whether it is in the head, 
throat, stomach or in the alimentary canal. The mucous 
membrane, in order to fulfill or perform its proper func- 
tions, must always be lubricated or moistened, which it 
does itself, by secreting a lubricant continually when in 
a normal condition. This lubricant is called mucus, and 
comes from che blood. In fact, it is a portion of the 
plasma or liquid element of the blood. In a normal 


condition of both blood and membrane, just enough of it 


is secreted or escapes for this purpose. When more 
than this escapes, it is a severe draught upon the vitar 
ity and in proportion to the amount. Acute dysentery 1s 
the most notable example, though this is not catarrh. 
In climates having a damp or hamid atmosphere, catarrh 
nearly always manifests itself in a marked tendency to 
cause more of this plasma to escape than ie necessary, 
which is weakening and irritating and annoying in more 
ways than ona In a dry, hot atmosphere like that of 
Southern: California, sometimes the tendency is exactly 
the opposite, especially when the attack is in the head, 
mouth or throat, which then becomes dry and parched 
especially at night, when one wishes to sleep. One 
may find relief in the use of listerine, as a spray from 
an atomizer. For the nasal passages, take one part of 
listerine, one part of glycerine and five or six parts of 
water. The membrane of the nasal passage is very sensi- 
tive, and the listerine should be diluted sufficiently— 
about five parts of water will be about right. It can 
used full strength in the mouth. 

„This will relieve either phase of catarrh, or a cold 
in the head, but will not cure catarrh. The editor of 
this department has wisely said ‘time and persistence in 
eating and breathing rightly will effect a cure.’ You 
don’t need any tonics, or cathartics, or sedatives, laxa- 
tives, alteratives, restoratives, emollients, detergents or 
any other store remedies. If you can find out just what 
to eat and drink, how and when to do it, and what and 
hew to breathe, and how to properly exercise the body, 
and persist in doing it, together with a mind kept 
always cheerful, you can cure any case of catarrh, or get 
your physical make-up in a condition so you won't have 
catarrh or any disease or disorder, except by accident. In 
the absence of this, all decoctions, preparations and drug 
remedies are presumptuous substitutes, that can only 
furnish temporary relief. 

Some one in this department has said that catarrh is 
not a disease of the blood, but I will venture this state- 
ment, that there is no case of catarrh in which the blood 
has the right proportion of red and white corpuscles, and 
plasma. If your system is right, your blood will be 


right and normal, and you can’t have the catarrh t 


you want it.

Hot and Cold Foods. 


HYGIENIC book has the following to say on the 
subject of hot food: 
“It is the prevalent belief that hot food is desirable, 
especially for feeble persons inclined to chilliness; but 
‘ while smoking-hot dishes produce a temporary feeling 
of warmth and comfort, this is usually succeeded by a 
reaction, producing a still greater degree of chilliness. 
The congestion excited by the presence of the hot food 
or drink soon subsides, leaving the stomach anaemic, 
delaying digestion, perhaps preventing it altogether.” 
On the other hand, here is an opposing opinion from an 
exchange. Yet another case in which doctors differ. The 
truth may probably be found between the two extremes. 
In any case cold foods should be masticated with special 
care: 
“It is impossible to digest articles of food until they 
are raised to a moderately high temperature. Much of 
the illness prevalent in summer would be avoided if peo- 
ple ate warm food, as they do in winter. Delicate per- 
sons, especially, should avoid cold dishes and drinks. 
They are extremely taxing to the digestive powers, and 
a great draft on the vitality. The human system has just 
% much power in reserve, and if this is exhausted in 
warming up the large amount of cold food that is taken 
’ {nto the stomach, there is but little left to carry on the 
other processes of existence. 
“A physician of wide experience says that for forty- 
five years he has scarcely had a day's illness or an hour’s 
palin, and this exemption from suffering he attributes to 
an unvarying practice of taking a plate of hot soup three 
or four times a day, winter and summer. His practice 
is largely metropolitan, and if he is tired or overtaxed he 
makes it his imperative duty to visit the nearest first- 
class hotel and gets a dish of the best soup he can find. 
He frequently takes it without accompaniment of any 
sort; occasionally a biscuit or roll is eaten at the same 
time. This man declares that, all things being equal, he 
will stake his reputation on the theory that nine-tenths 
of the intestinal troubles of the summer-season could be 
avoided by the systematic and frequent use of hot ber- 
erages, or what is better, e 
they can be relished.”

Sanatorium for Consumptives. 


HE TIMES recently published an account of a free 

‘sanatorium for consumptives, near Elysian Park, in 
Los Angeles, established by a benevolent physician, with 
the aid of public-spirited citizens. There is room for | 
many such institutions in Southern California. By 
preference, they should be located away from a ‘city, 
where the air is pure. An ideal location for such in- 
stitutions would be in the Antelope Valley, where land 
is cheap, and large colonies might be established with 
separate tents and cottages, where the open-air plan of 
living might be put into practice. The air in this valley, 
which is really a part of the Mojave desert, is dry. A 
location should, of course, be chosen where there is no 
alkali, which would be injurious to persons suffering 
from ailments of the lungs. 

At Fort Bayard, in New Mexico, the United States has 
a large sanatorium, where there are now 345 patients 
under treatment, including members of soldiers’ homes, 
soldiers, sailors, marines and ex-volunteers. The “med- 
icine” administered to the sick is chiefly the dry air 
which has made New Mexico famous, and patients who 
prefer to sleep out of doors at night are permitted to do 
so, Plenty of nourishing food is furnished.

A very little radium 
will so powerfully excite fluorescence in sulphide of 
zinc as to supply effective and pratically permanent illum- 
ination. All the artificial illuminants now in use are 
the outcome of immense waste of energy, producing more 
heat than light. It is believed that radium will be the 
main factor in a future form of illumination which will 
effect economies in coal of incalculable importance.
